Constantinople, May 18.—Greek and 
Turkish troops have clashed about 
25 miles east of Smyrna, where the 
Turks are taking the offensive and 
are apparently massing  reinforce- 
ments preparatory to further advanc- 
es against the Greeks. Fighting has 
occurred between Magnisa and Mena- 
men. 

Jafar Tayar, Turkish commandant 
at Adrianople, has sent a message 
here from that city saying 40 000 Turks 
and Bulgarians are preparing to re- 
sist the Greeks. He declares’ they 
will meet the Greeks mid-way between 
Tchatalja and Adrianople when the 
Greeks begin the occupation of 
Thrace.

The attack on the Carranza minis- 
ters, who were endeavoring to pro- 
tect their chief,ended in a “complete 
triumph for the Liberal Constitution- 
alist party,” according to advices re- 
ceived in Aguas Calientes from Gen- 
eral Francisco R. Serano, chief of 
staff of the rebel army.

7 Grain 

Oats have been shading off a little 
in price from the high prices of last 
week, end. .Wheat has been advanced 
35c, up to $3.15, by the Wheat Board. 
Seeding conditions through the West 
have been somewhat mixed, but 
there is a lot of acreage being sown 
and from many parts of the west 
there are reports of rapid germination 
of seeded fields. Showery weather 
has interfered with operations in Al- 
berta, but part of the northern, cen- 
tral and southern Alberta is making 
good progress. 

Produce 

Butterfat prices have been reduced 
this week in order to bring butter 
down to a competitive price; at 
creameries the price is 58c and at 
stations 64c, with 3c spread down- 
ward on No. 1 and No. 2 sour;cream 
receipts are coming freely. Creamery 
butter is unchanged but will be con- 
siderably reduced next week. Dairy 
butter is not coming in any great 
quantities, but more may be looked 
for any time; prices on dairy butter 
will be due for a decline next week. 
Potatoes at country points are quot- 
ed from $75 to $90 and the demand 
not very keen. Eggs are holding 
unchanged, with the movement some- 
what irregular and the general price 
around $13.50. 

Hay 

There is a moderate demand for 
hay, and dealers are now able to fill 
orders at lower prices than during 
the rush, with track prices at Calgary 
from $50 to $51 for eastern timothy. 


Hides 
Conditions are not showing any 
improvement, and the beef hides are 
unchanged, but weak; with butcher 
hides 16 to 18c and fallen green hides 
11 to 15c. Kips down to 18 and 20 
and calf skins 24 to 26c.

Practically every farm home will 
have its electric plant or station for 
light and power and motors will have 
taken the place of horses—probably 
electric motors operated by an  im- 
proved storage battery. Electric cur- 
rent from distant mountain streams 
will do away with small plants and 
with most of the small coal, gas and 
oil using plants. 

Aeroplanes and swift automobiles 
will bring the city to the farm and 
the farm to the city. Motion picture 
theatres and other entertainments, 
churches, and schools will be acces- 
sible to all. City and country life will 
be so closely interwoven that farmers 
may live in the city or business men on 
the farm, and there will be no “back 
to the soil” problem because there 
will be little or no distinction between 
the farmer and the town man. Farm- 
ing will be just as much a business as 
{is manufacturing or merchandising. 
New alignments will be made. The 
old artificial distinction and preju- 
dices will largely disappear through 
closer contacts and better under- 
standings, and a better feeling will 
prevail. 

Ten years ago the average man in 
South Carolina would have smiled 
derisively at such a forecast and 
would have set down anyone making 
it as an idle day-dreamer. The 
changes of a decade have taught us 
that the changes here foretold for the 
populous middle western state are not 
too much to expect here also if only 
we are up and doing and refuse to let 
the procession "pass us by.

I never saw an idle 
man and I believe each was striving 
to give a fair day’s work, Iam glad 
the relationship between the com- 
pany and its employees is of such a 
cordial character.” 

Hon. Hewitt Bostock also was 
deeply interested and appreciative of 
this industrial development and said: 

“One thinks of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway as a great transporta- 
tion company with representatives 
in all the important centres of the 
world, but cannot realize until they

Are economic conditions in the 
cities and towns going to force a real 
“back-to-the-land’’ movement? Un- 
less the world has better crops this 
year than there seems reason to ex- 
pect, food prices will remain high for 
another twelvemonth.

more foodstuffs, more raw materials, 
more coal, metals, ete. If Canadian 
farms had the English cottage  sys- 
tem, in which a farm worker's fam- 
ily could be comfortably housed, 
Many a city father would be better 
off in the country. A condition which 
compels rural families to go to the 
cities and towns is usually. lack of 
proper accommodation on the farms. 
Most farmers want casual labor, 
which has little responsibility. 

The growth of the urban centres 
at the expense of rural population is 
pictured in vivid terms’ by rural 
economists. The outlook is for a 
check to this transfer of productive 
power, but the farmers’ themselves 
must be prepared to help. Those 
who need labor, season after season, 
ought to have separate cottages in 
which a married man with a family 
could live, and allow them sufficient 
ground whereon to grow their own 
vegetables, keep chickens or a cow. 
High costs in the city will not dis-, 
appear even with a reaction, and! 
those cottages might look good to a 
worried father who cannot see how; 
t® meet city food and housing costs.

Dictators 
are the present phase. Unless the 


whole structure collapses suddenly 
there is likely to result some self- 
established and more or less stable 


despotism, military probably. 
The fanaticism and ability which 
the experiment enlisted has accom- 


plished wonders, but they were achiev- 
ed by imperious leadership and mass- 
obedience, not by the functioning of 
the sovicts as debating societies 
with power to endorse their resolu- 
tions. Lenin and Trotsky have found 
that even they are unable to dipense 
with the necessity of expert manage- 
ment, whether in industry, in military 
affairs.or in government. They have 


demonstrated by trial the fallacy of 


the Marxian formulas. The socialis- 
tic or communistic method will not 
work. Lenin and Trotsky know that. 
They may still refuse to acknowledge 
the fact; but they have abandoned the 
method for a modification of the ap- 
proved and well known method of di- 
rection and employment. 

The Russian proletarian may like 
better to be a bond slave to Lenin and 
Trotsky than “wage slave” under the 
former system. His liking, however, 
does not forget his actual status, 
which is that of involuntary  servi- 
tude, and his liking cannot well be 
permanent. 

And it must be remembered that the 
proletariat is small and that ninety 
per cent of the Russjans are peas- 
ants, few of them can:read or write, 
and whose chief ambition is to own 
the land. They have already acquir- 
ed and hoarded vast quantities of 
“Czar money” and refuse to accept 
the rubles that flow from  Lenin’s 
printing presses for their products. 
Eventually they will support a gov- 
ernment that makes the “Czar money” 
good.

NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


Love is not glad when others- go 
wrong, but love finds Joy in good- 
ness.—1 Cor. 13, 6. (Moffatt’s trans- 
lation). 

Love in action has never been more 
aptly described than it has been in 
this letter to the Corinthian church. 
The membership of this church in- 
cluded many endowed with wonderful 
gifts, but to all these Paul outlines a 
more excellent way. In this short 
chapter we have an analysis of Chris- 
tian character rarely equalled and 
never excelled. Keen penetrating 
discrimination is shown in discerning 
the motives which underly conduct 
and determine the true qualities of 
the soul. 

No better test of the genuine nat- 
ure of love can be found in a person 
than the attitude taken toward the 
action of others. 

The self-complacency of the Phari- 
see who thanks God that “he is not 
as other men are,” is reflected in the 
minds of very many who would resent 
being accused of cherishing such a 
spirit. How few there are who have 
learned with the French philosopher 
“to laugh at the weakness and foibles 
of others, and to weep over their own.” 

On the other hand how many there 
are who make the vices of others a 
background on which their own vir- 
tues may more clearly be seen. The 
party spirit in the church, in politics, 
in society, in national life, leads us 
to glory in our own virtues and to 
view with indifference or gladne7; the 
evidences of weakness or dcpravity 
in those with whom w> are in compe- 
tition. Doubtle-s many virtuous, 


‘heroic and noh'> ilveds were perform- 


ed by our ci.emies in the late war, 
hv +73 were less concerned in giving 
these publicity than we were in por- 
traying the cruelty and wickedness 
which justified us in regarding  our- 
selves as the instruments of aveng- 
ing justice. The tendency to look for 
evidences of wrongdoing in others 
and to ignore their traits of good- 
ness is one of the most subtle forms 
of iniquity. Even the church has 
magnified “heathen blindness” and 
almost failed to see the ideals, which, 
though crudely expressed, are genu- 
inely real. This bias of judgment is 
so natural that in all controversy it 
is exceedingly difficult to speak the 
truth in love and to avoid references 
of a personal nature. 

The criticism of Jesus on the part 
of the Pharisees, “this man receiveth 
sinners and eateth with them,” led 
the Master to reply in the parable of 
the lost coin, the lost’sheep and the 
lost sons or the loving father. 

These form a very illuminating 
commentary upon the meaning of our 
text. Jesus was not blind to the 
vices of those who go wrong though 
he was not eager to condemn them; 
nelther was He unaware of the vir- 
tues of those who did not stray from 
the paths of rectitude. He had clear 


insight into moral issues and 4 real 
sense of human values. Love is not 
blind. Never has the course of ‘the 
wrong doer keen more faithfully por- 
trayed than in the story of the prodi- 
gal son; never has the virtue of the 
respeciable been weighed more Care- 
fully than in the story of the elder 
brother. But the interest of Jesus 
in this story centres supremely in the 
watchful, waiting, eager, receptive, 
forgiving, restoring love of the father 
for hi: wayward child, and the gentle, 
ploriag insistency of the love which 
would remove the unbrotherly spir- 
it of the elder brother. Truly— 

The ways of God are broader 

Than the measure of man’s mind, 
And the heart of the Eternal 

Is most infinitely kind. 

What the world needs more than 
anything else is an outpouring, an 
awakening of the spirit that rejoices 
in coodness. 


sopher; more than the devices »f the 
reformer: more than the plan3 uf 
salvation which theologians have 
formulated, and more than any eccles- 
fastical system which has been de- 
vised, we need a spirit of love to 
create an atmosphere in which souls 
and institutions shall have freedom 
to live. Our problems are not pri- 
marily economic, industrial, political, 
or theological, but ethical and relig- 
fous. We must walk in the ways of 
goodness and acquire the rarest of 
all powers—the Christ-like art of 
being kind. . 

“Love is very patient, very kind. 
Love knows no jealousy; love makes 
no parade, gives itself no airs, is nev- 


never resentful; love is never glad 
when others go wrong, love is glad- 
dened by goodness, always slow to ex- 
pose, always eager to believe the 
pest, always hopeful, always patient; 
love never fails.”

Dublin, May 14.—The plan of Gen- 
eral Sir Nevil MacCready, commander 
of the government forces in Ireland, 
looking to closer cooperation between 
the police and the military in an effort, 
to suppress the disorders in Ireland, 
involves the establishment of military 
posts in isolated districts where the 
police barracks had to be abandoned 
because of attacks upon them, it {s 
stated here, gn apparently good auth- 
ority. , 7 7 

The opinion of the British authort- 
ties; seems to be that disorders in 
Ireland, which they regard as acts of 
rebellion, call for the use of soldiers 
instead of the police. Previously the 
police have been largely occupied 
with work which is essentially of a 
I ry mature, and the criticism 
from some directions is that the 
police are now really a civil force, as 
they ought to be. 

In line with this view, the military 
are already doing the patrol work, 
which is a dangerous job and hith- 
erto had . beep left for the most part 
to the police. The military are en- 
deavoring to check the excesses of the 
land agitation in the west of Ireland. 
Cavalry ‘have .been- employed to pres 
vent cattle driying, and some of the 
western towns which have been the 
centres of this trouble have cavalry 
contingents quartered in them. The 
proposal to establish military posts 
is resented.by many of the Irish peo- 
ple who regard it as the setting up 
of the blockhouse system ,which was 
first tried in South Africa. in the 
Boer war.

~ OUT IN IRELAND 


Widespread DeStruction of Public 
Property by Armed and Masked 
Men. 


Dublin, May 13.—At least thirteen 
police barracks in various parts of 
Ireland were wiped out in the course 
of widespread destruction of public 
property and other activities by the 
bands of armed and masked_ men in 
Ireland Wednesday night. Five in 
come tax and customs offices also 
were raided, and papers found in them 
burned. 

Two mail cars and one mail train 
were held up and official papers tak- 
en from them. 

One man was killed in the outskirts 
of Dublin, where barracks were burn- 
ed : 

The Rev. T. G. Wilkinson, one of 
the canons of Down Cathedral, of 
Down Patrick, was shot and critically 
wounded while pursuing raiders. on 

| the street. The houses of two news- 
paper editors were raided, and one 
anti-Sinn Fein editor was tarred and 
feathered. 

Some of the police barracks des- 
troyed were unoccupied, and thers 
were inhabifed only by the 
custodians. The reports of the 
raiders’ activities have been pouring

REBEL TROOPS = 
~ AND CARRANZA 
FORCES FIGHT 


Area of Battlefield on National Rall- 
way Extends Over Five Square 
Miles. 


Vera Cruz May 13.—Associated 
Press)—Furious fighting between re- 
bel troops and forces commanded by 
President Venustiano Carranza, oc- 
curred Wednesday at Hacienda Tam- 
ariz, on the Mexican national rail- 
road north of San Marcos, state of 
Puebla, according to despatches _re- 
ceived here. The area of the battle- 
field is reported to be approximately 
five square miles. President Carranza 
is said, in wireless messages from 
Mexico City, to have personally di- 
rected the operations of his troops 
for eight hours on Tuesday. 

Terrific storms have swept the 
mountain region Where the struggle 
is going on, and telegraphic communi- 
cation has been interrupted in the 
immediate vicinity of the scene of 
battle. It is known, however, that 
heavy rebel reinforcements have been 
sent to San Marcos by rebel chief- 
tains, artillery being rushed forward 
to force the surrender of the troops 
still loyal to the president. General 
Guadaloupe Sanchez has gone to 
Esperanza with his personal staff and 
five trainloads of troops to co-operate 
in what is believed to be the decisive 
action of the rebellion. Esperanza is 
about 40 miles southeast of San 
Marcos. 

El Paso, Tex., May 14.—The latest 
official word received up ‘to a late 


hour today was from Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon, fromer candidate for the 
presidency of the republic, who re- 


ported to Luis de Osa, revolutionary 
consul here, that President Carran- 
za's capture was only a matter of 
hours and that a train of 60 soldiers 
of the president’s escort had been 
captured by forces under Gen. Guad- 
aloupe Sanchez, said to be one of Ob- 
Tregon's strongest supporters in Vera 
Crug, .

G.N.R. EARNINGS 
WERE $53,562,177 
FOR YEAR OF 1919 


Ottawa, May 13.—Grogs earnings 
of the Canadian Northern railway for 
the year ending December 31, 1919, 
were $53,562,177.57, according to the 
fifth annual report of the directors, 
tabled in the house Wednesday after- 
noon by Hon. J. D. Reid, minister of 
railways. These were derived as fol- 
lows: 

From passenger traffic $10,775,708.- 
46; freight traffic $39,175,552.00; ex- 
press, mail and telegraphs, $1,588,- 
902.18; miscellaneous  $3,022,104.84. 
In addition there were interest and 
profits from elevator and other sub- 


nidiary companies, investments, etc., |. 


amounting to $1,791,751.61, making a 
total of $56,353,930.18. Working ex- 
penses amounted to $60,034,023.92, 
and hire of equipment, taxes, rentals 
and miscellaneous charges’ were 
$1,020,553.61, making the total  ex- 
penses $61,054,577.00. The deficit 
was $5,700,647.70 and interest charg- 
es $19,969,710.36, a total deficit of 
$25,670,358.06. ! 

The directors call attention to the 
fact that their report covers only the 
operation of Canadian Northern rail- 
way lines, forming part of the Cana- 
dian National system. 

The total mileage operated at the 
end of the year was 9,685.7, compared 
with 9,566.5 at the end of 1918, being 
an increase of 119.2 miles. The aver- 
age mileage in operation throughout 
the year was 9,636 miles,

PRINCE OF WALES 
AS A RANCHER 


All About the “Home in the West” 
Acquired by His Royal Highness. 


Were the Prince of Wales to scour 
the foothills of the Rockies from 
Mexico to the Ayctic Circle, he would 
have difficulty in finding a ranch more 
delectably situated than the Beding- 
féld property, which he purchased on 
his recent tour from Mrs. Bedingfeld, 
senior, and her son Frank. 

Lying adjacent to the famous Bar-U 
Ranch, owend by Mr. George Lane, 
who entertained the Prince last Sep- 
tember, and who negotiated the tran- 
saction by which the Prince became 


an Alberta farmer and rancher, the 
Bedingfeld Ranch abuts the snow- 
capped. mountains to the west, the 


rolling foothills to north and south, 
and the gentle slopes to the prairies 
to the east. 

Cutting its winding way through 
the heart of the estate is the Middle 
Fork of the Highwood River, a crys- 
tal clear mountain stream in which 
lurk countless numbers of cut-throat 
throat, one of the gamest fish in the 
world. To the west, in the higher 
foothills and the Rocky ~ Mountains 
proper, are found deer, bear, part- 
ridge, the big mountain grouse, and 
other game, while on the ranch itself, 
partridge and prairie chicken flour- 
ish. a 

In every direction from the ranch- 
house stretch inviting glades, carpet- 
ed in summer with luxuriant grass 
and brilliant flowers. : 


FOUNDED BY A WOMAN 


Its previous owner, Mrs. Bedingfeld, 
who retires from active ranching and 
farming operations after more than 
thirty years as manager of her own 
properties, is regarded as one of the 


most competent agriculturists and 
livestock breeders in Alberta. 

She came to the province in the 
early eighties, and was the first 


white woman to settle in what is now 
the thriving town of High River. 
From the first she showed an aptl- 
tude for ranching, and her son Frank, 
as he grew up, showed a like ability. 
Between them’ they not only acquired 
large holdings of valuable land, but 
also they built up a herd of particu- 
larly well-bred Clydesdale horses, 
which, at the time of the Prince’s pur- 
chase, numbered between 400 and 
500. In addition to these splendid 
horses, which have come to be re- 
garded as an,improvement on_ the 
original type, the Bedingfeld ranch 
carried several hundred high-class 
range cattle. 

How often the Prince of Wales will 
visit his ranch, he frankly confessed 
before his departure from the west he 
did not know. 

He did say that he would come as 
often as he could and stay as long as 
he was allowed to, and it is under- 
stood that as soon as the new ranch- 
house is completed, which will be 
during the summer of 1920, two of his 
brothers will come out for a holiday 
trip, and for a taste of real ranching 
life. ; 


MAKING HIS PLANS AHEAD 


The Prince himself may have to 
confine his ranching to long-distance 
supervision, but in any event he will 
select thoroughbred horses, thorough- 
bred Shorthorn cattle, and thorough- 
bred Shropshire sheep for shipment 
to his Alberta estate. The first of 
his English livestock to be sent out 
here have already been selected by 
Professor W., L. Carlyle, who is em- 
ployed by Mr. George Lane as_ his 
expert on animal husbandry, and who 
has gone to England with a pe es 
—the second, by the way—of Mr. 
Lane’s famous Percheron breed 
horses. 

The Prince had his plans made be- 
fore he bought the Bedingfeld ranch, 
and on securing the property his first 
step was to give instructions for the 
sale of the Clydesdales and cattle that 
went with the deal. He proposes to 
devote his livestock energies entirely 
to thoroughbred horses, Shorthorn 
cattle, and Shropshire sheep. 

His stock will be built up for the 
English market, and if the experience 
in other classes may serve as a cri- 


of 


terion—Mr. George Lane’s Percher- 
ons, for example—the quality and 
substance of the original stock will 


be surpassed. The Prince actually 
saw what had been accomplished with 
Percherons when he visited the Rar- 
U Ranch, and was impressed by the 
possibilities of this class of horse- 
breeding. 

Plans are being prepared for an 
ample ranch-house on the estate that 
will contain all the modern convent- 
ences, and itis to be situated at some 
distance from the regular ranch struc- 
tures. Mr. Lane will have charge of 
the establishment of this home for 
the Prince. 

The foreman of the Prince’s ranch 
will be Mr. F. R. Pike, who has oc- 
cupied a like position with Mr. 
George Lane for years, Mr. Pike has 
just taken charge of the property,

CAPTURE CONFIRMED 


Polish and Ukrainian Forces Deliver 
Mighty Blow at Bolshevik. 


~ 

Paris, May 12.—Confirmation of the 
reports that Odessa, Russia’s most 
important outlet on the Black Sea, 
had been occupied by the troops of 
General Petlura, the Ukrainian com- 
mander, has been received by the 
Ukrainian Press Buredu here, that 
bureau declared today. 


STRIKE MIGHTY BLOW 


Warsaw, May 12.—Polish and 
Ukrainian forces have struck a migh- 
ty blow at the Russian Bolshevik 
front far north of Kiev, and have 
driven the enemy back along’ the 
Beresina river. Betchitza, an impor- 
tant Dnieper river crossing has been 
captured and serious losses have been 
inflicted on the Soviet army. Fight- 
ing is now going on over a front of 
approximately 420 miles. 

Necessity of straightening the Pol- 
Ish line after the capture of Kiev is 
said to have led to the new offensive 
which extends from almost directly 
west of Vitebsk to below Kiev. on 
the Dnieper. Polish forces have cros- 
sed the Beresina river at several | 
points and have taken Wielatisch af- 
ter heavy fighting. 

HAVE CROSSED DNIEPER 

Northeast of Mozir the Bolshevik! 
have been forced across the Dnieper 
Attempts were made by the enemy 
to destroy the railroad bridge at; 
Betchitza, but Polish units prevented | 
this move and captured a large num-! 
ber of prisoners. Announcement is ! 
made that two Soviet regiments were ! 
annihilated in the fighting around 
this town. 

From Kiev, northward to the mouth | 
of the Pripet river, a distance of 
about 50 miles, the Bolshevik on thei 
west side of the Dnieper are slowly 
falling back and are building bridges 
to facilitate their escape before the! 
main body of the Polish army reaches 
the stream. 

Latest advices indicate ‘the  Bol- 
shevik have been driven back out of ' 
the Kiev bridgehead. Before this re- 
tirement was forced, heavy artillery 
fire was maintained on Kiev, often 
taking the form of a barrage, intend- 
ed apparently to prevent the Poles 
and Ukrainians from bringing up re- 
inforcements and supplies.

No animal, the property of any per- 
s50n, resident or non-resident, within 
that portion of the said District, here- 
inafter more particularly described, 
shall at any time be at large within 
that portion of the said district more 
particularly described as follows: 

Portions North and West of Red 
Deer River of Township 38-27-4; Por- 
tion West of Red Deer River, ¢om- 
mencing with Sec. 7-38-28-4, and Sec- 
tions 25,26,27,34, 35 and 36 of Town- 
ship 38-1-5. 

In terms of this Section, any animal 
shall be deemed to be at large which 
is not on the premises of its owner, 
and which is not under the control of 
the owner, either by being securely 
tethered, or in direct or continuous 
charge of a herder, or by confinement 
within any building or other enclos- 
ure or lawful fence. 

Any animal at large contrary to 
the provisions of this By-law may be 
impounded.
